Changing Colors 

Government bookkeeping can apparently make red 
appear black. According to a report of the Council of 
State Chambers of Commerce, the surplus in the federal 
budget for fiscal 1970 is traceable to surpluses in dedicated 
trust funds, such as Social Security, Unemployment Com¬ 
pensation and Highway Trust Funds. Without these trust 
funds, there would be large deiflcits in federal operations 
— $6.8 billion for 1970. 

Mr. Eugene F. Rinta, executive director of the Coim- 
cil, warns: “. . . . the Congress as well as the new Nixon 
Administration should bear in mind that these trust fund 
surpluses are not available for general expenditure pui’- 
poses other than as loans from the respective trust funds. 
And they should remember in their consideration of the 
1970 budget that while the unified budget showed surpluses 
for both 1969 and 1970, the general revenue and xpendi- 
ture accounts still show large deficits for these years . . .” 
And so black ink becomes red. As far as the layman is 
concerned, the true color of government financial opera¬ 
tions will be determined by the course of inflation.

OK Contract 


Santa Monica Local 1442 
•of the Retail Clerks Union 
voted by 3% to 1 recently 
in secret balloting to ac¬ 
cept the new three-year con¬ 
tract negotiated with the 
supermarket indiustry. 

Robert K. Fox, president 
of the Food Emplo y e r s 
Council and chief supermar¬ 
ket negotiator, called it a 
stinging rebuke to Los An¬ 
geles union manager Joseph 
T. DeSilva. 

“Mr. DeSilva stopped at 
nothing,” said Fox, “includ¬ 
ing sending peoiple to the 
markets in a last minute 
effort to intimidate the San¬ 
ta ‘Monica clerks and frigh¬ 
ten them into submisslo,n to 
his dictatorial power. 

“He has obviously failed.” 

The Santa Monica union 
was the sixth to fully ratify 
the agreement reached with 
the employers in negotia¬ 
tions coordinated by the Pe- 
tall Clerks Internatio .n a 1 
Union. 

Se.parate negotiations were 
conducted with the six and 
are still continuing with 
three other unions, with 
DeSilva as spokesman. De¬ 
Silva created the .split by 
attempting to control Inter¬ 
national elections last year. 

The same contract which 
the .six unions accepted has 
been offered DeSilva’s own 
Local 770, San Diego local 
1222 and the Santa Barbara 
area local 899. 

Local 770 met to hear a 
report from DeSilva Satur¬ 
day. 

Local 899 held a meeting 
on the proposal Friday, 
April It at Ventura, Satiur- 
day, April 12 at Santa Maria 
and Sunday, April 13 at 
Santa Barbara. 

Fox predicted that De- 
Silva will do everything in 
his power to retain control 
over the locals and their 
elections. 

“DeSilva does not really 
care for the well being of 
the clerks, only to seize 
power.” he declared. 

Infiltration by DeSilva 
agents gave him a momen¬ 
tary victory at San Diego, 
Fox pointed out, but only 
because 1,100 out of more 
than 3,000 clerks turned out 
for the meetings. 

“When the full member¬ 
ship meets again, the out- 
comp will be different. The 
agreement offers clerks gen¬ 
erous wage and fringe bene¬ 
fit increa.ses,” Fox said. 
“DeSilva knows this and so 
do the clerks.”
